THE NIAGARA FALLS CONVENTION. 

We notice In a late number of an eastern contemporary a suggestion 
to the gentlemen who are manlpnlatfng matters in connection with 
tlie Sportsmen’s Convention at NIagru Falls, to which we are inclined 
to give our assent. 

Tlie paper.referred to suggests tli$t, in view of the fact that tliere 
are now two calls before the sportsmen of the country for a convention 
to organize a National Association, it will he tlie proper tiling for the 
Niagra Falls Convention to meet and adjourn to a future time and 
place, when and where it will be more convenient for the sportsmen of 
tlie whole country to meet and discuss the propriety of organizing a 
National Sporttmen's Attoeiation. In tlje Field and Siueam of 
Marcli 21, appeared an editorial on the subject of National vs. State 
Associations, in which we gave our ideas regarding tlie relative utility 
of the two organizations, and while we see no reason to retract one 
word of that article as regards the practical value of a National Asso¬ 
ciation, we are willing to admit tliat as asoctal organization it may be 
productive of good to the sportsmen of tlie comitry at large. It will 
make the shooting men acquainted wltli eacli other, and will engender 
those feelings of friendslilp wliicli are so essential to true sportsman- 
8 dp. But as an Association for tlie purpose of influencing legislation, 
and for the enforcement of such laws os are or may be enacted, it can 
but prove a failure. Congress has no riglit to enact a National game 
aw, and would little heed wliat any “ National Sportsmen’s Associa¬ 
tion” might say in favor of such a law, for, hy tlielr oatlis our Con¬ 
gressmen would be bound to disregard a petition for such a law, its 
micoiistltutlonaHty being too apparent to merit attention from thliik- 
"K men. Nether can the National Association ever exercise any ooii- 
* derable Influence upon our State legislatures in tlie enactment of 
game laws. We And It sufficiently liard to secure proper legislation 
•I lllnolg when a bill for a new game law is Introduced or advocated 
y a metropolitan member, on account of tlie jealousy which exists 


YACHT RACE AT MADISON.

Lake Michigan will be 
covered with yachts. Tljere is one advantage which the western men 
have over the eastern, and that Is, they can go to sail any hour in the 
day, and can have regattas when and where they please; but the east¬ 
ern man has to wait on the tide. The old saying, wind and tide 
wait for no man" is true in the East far more than in the West. The 
eastern gentleman roust examine the tide tables to see when he can get 
his yacht oft, if he doesn’t he has the satisfaction of arriving at tlie 
pier, and finding his boat at her moorings fast aground, and must wait 
an hour or two before startinfi’. The western man, starts oft’ for bis 
boat witiiout a thought of the tide, goes out in Ids dory to his yaclit, 
and starts oft- whistling, perhaps, “ A life on the ocean wave” widle’ 
ids eastern friend is at tlie same time cursing the tide in tioston or 
New York.

QKIEVANCE8 OF FARMERS. 

We are sorry to see that the iil feeling between farmers and sports- 
tnen li^ not been done away with yet,—at least not in tlie vicinity of 
Osseo, Wls. 

In an editorial in No. 11 of Vol. I., we gave the outlines of a plan 
by wliicli ail this feeling can be entirely removed. It has been 
adopted In DeKalb and Edgar counties, 111., with the happiest re¬ 
sults. We trust that the “Sporting Club” to which the writer of tlie 
following letter from Osseo, Wls., refers, will take the matterdn hand, 
and co-operate with the farmers. It will be for the advantage of 
hotli parties. Let the fanners joins hands witli the sportsmen In the 
inatterof protecting game and prosecuting oflenders against the game 
laws. They will And tliat the sportsmen will stand by them, and that 
they will have no trouble about damage done fences and standing 
grain, or, if they do, tlicy can always obtain redress, as no respectable 
clnh will allow one of its members to violate the laws of common de¬ 
cency and good breeding without inflicting proper penalties. 

Tlie organization of the Wisconsin State Association for tlie Pro¬ 
tection of Game, of wliicli we gave a full report last week, will doubt¬ 
less liave a tendency to reconcile tliese unfortunate differences between 
tlie rurmers and tlie sportsmen of the State, and we liope to read, ere 
long, anotlier letter from “Farmer” in wliicli he will speak in terms 
of praise of “ The Spori ing Club.” 

The following is the letter referred to, which we clip from the Eati 
Claire Free Frees ; 

TU THE SPOHTINU CLUB. 

Osseo, Aug. Ist, 1874.— Mr. Editor ;—We are glad to notice the 
inaiiner adopted by the “Sporting Club” of your elty, to prevent the 
killing of prairie chickens until the time flxed by law. 

Tlie farmers liave often been imposed upon by those same men. 
This •' Sporting Club” comes along while the farmers are busy taking 
care of their grain, mounts the fenee ofteu tearing down a whole 
panel in their hurry to get at ’em; never stop to fix it up,—havn’t 
time,—oh, no! Stalk hilter skelter through the standing grain. 
“Never mind, it don't amount to much. Give tlie old fellow a chicken 
when we get around.” Thus it goes. By the time “ the old fellow " 
gets his ^raiii stacked, and has a half day to hunt, he starts out, fiiide 
a Hock 01 birds, and before he gets within gun-shot, away they go. 

<!oiifonnd the pesky things! What makes tnem so wild? Now, Mr. 
Editor, these notices that are posted up through here have u|>ened 
their eyes; it matters not, we may be “out of meat” but dare not 
shoot a chicken, for the 910.00 stares at us, and that’s a big sum for 
one chicken, that we have raised, and so we must feed them fur a while 
longer, till tlie “Sporting Club” comes down. 

Tlie Anal conclusion arrived at by the farmers, after furnishing you 
sporting men with meat for five or six years, and are kindly infurnied 
tliiit if we kill a chicken before the lOtli of August, we shall be lined 
$10, etc., etc., is that by the sixteenth of August notices will be posted 
on every farm in this vicinity, forbidding any person to hunt on these 
premises, and will be enforced too. We mean business, gentlemen.

Then they must be .scarce if they 
would escape the deadly rifles of the sjiurtsmen. Wild turkey from 
the 1st of bept. to Jan. Ist. Pinnated grouse, rutiled grouse or any 
wood duck, teal or mallard, are to be had by the lucky man of a good 
dog and gun frum Sept. 1st to Jan. Ist. 

—Sportsmen who want a day’s good “ cliicken” shooting will be de¬ 
lighted with the opportunities afforded in DeK^lh county. HI. In 
some parts of the county grouse are quite plenty, and a good place to 
go to is Frank Scripter’s hotel, (the Eagle),at DeKalb, on the Chicago 
and Northwestern R. R. Frank is a thorough sportsman and takes 
pleasure in showing his guests where .shooting can be found. 

—The Patrons of Husbandry of Paoll Grange. Paoli, Wis., adopted 
the following resolution: 

Resolted, That wo, the Patrons of Husbamlry, of Paoli Grange, do 
hereby forbid simrlsmen, and especially the “ Madison Sportsmen's 
Club,’' from shooting or trespassing on our lands; and we shall use all 
lawful moans to prevent the same. 

Hei-e Is another of like import. It seems that 81 farmers of Winne¬ 
bago county, Wls., have issued a proclamation, which is being posted 
in all parts of the county, warning hunters to keep off their premises. 
They complain tliat their live stock, and farm fences and buildings 
have been shot and trampled down till they can no longer bear it, and 
ofter a reward of 925 for the conviction or each of the parties com¬ 
mitting these depredations. 

Why will not the sportsmen and farmers work together in that State 
os well as in Illinois? Let the Wisconsin Association attend to this 
mutter.

FIELD TRIALS. 

The bench show and field trials in Memphis arc now beginning to be 
talked about, and we look forward to tliem wltli n great deal of in¬ 
terest, hoping that we shall at last see areally good sliow and one tliat 
will stand as a precedent for others; therefore we trust the committee 
of arrangements will spare no trouble, but endeavor to have the 
whole show as complete as possible. We alsojiope, should they find 
any good reason for deviating from the English rules and points, that 
In one case at least they will adliere to them, viz; in not giving points 
for retrieving. Tills may seem odd in a country wliere perliaps four- 
fifths of tlie pointers and setters aro taught to retrieve, imt we tliink 
we can give, besides two or three good reasons, one certainly most 
conclusive; one satisfactory at any rate to the lovers of fair play, and 
tliat is it would most certainly debar from competing some of our 
liest dogs, for those owning non-retrievers would certainly not allow 
tliem to compete, as they (supposing ten points to be aUowed for re¬ 
trieving) would be only able to make 90 points against the otliers 100; 
tlins giving the one dog an advantage at starting of ten points. One 
other reason is tliat it will be oflering a premium for what toe consider 
an injury to the sporting dog, and will compel sportsmen, against their 
own judgement, to allow their dogs to retrieve if they have the ambi¬ 
tion to see tliem excel in a field trial. Again, how often in a day’s 
shooting do we see the qualities of a retriever really tested, for nine 
out of ten, we might say nineteen out of twenty birds killed are 
picked up by the dog without any trouble at all, how much less tlien 
sliall we be able to judge of a dog’s knowledge of retrieving in an 
hour, more or less, as the case may be; you might just as well throw a 
ball and then judge of his qualities by telling him to fetch it. If re¬ 
trieving setters are so much thought of let there be a distinct prize 
given for them, (how many would enter?) and let one out of those 
competing go out with each brace of dogs, but kept to heel by his mas¬ 
ter till ordered to retrieve, you will then have only a very tlight 
chance to see what the dog’s real qualities may be. We have said 
above (nine out of ten, e c.,) it must be remembered we are speaking 
of field trials and the generality of shooting, for of course there are 
manv places where a retriever is indispensable and where its value as 
a retriever might be judged upon easily in a day’s shooting, but such 
ground is not generally chosen for a field trial. 


A GOOD DOG. 

Quincy, III., Aug. 21, ’74. 

To THE Editor OF The Field.—I cannot let the opportunity pass 
without Writing you about the extraordinary performance, for the 
first time in the field, of my ten months old setter—Dash. 

Some time ago I procured from the Riverview Kennel a puppy, and 
after keeping him with me awhile, returned him to get what little 
training Mr. Hope’s breaker could give him, during the close of the 
season, wliich went no furtlier Dian liouse training. For weeks I have 
waited patiently for the opening of the chicken season, and last Mon¬ 
day, 17th Inst., foiuid me one of a shooting party. In tlie State of Mis¬ 
souri, near the Iowa line. Five o’clock Tuesday morning found us on 
the stubble—^which had just dew enough to make the scenting good. 
The birds were not by any means numerous, but by nine o’clock we 
had bagged 22 good well grown birds. 1 had felt somewhat nervous 
as to the behavior of ray young dog, as I was shooting with a Mr. L— 
a Canadian gentleman, and thorough sportsman; but tliis was soon 
dispelled, when Mr. L’s dog obtained his first point and Dash came up 
and backed him most beantifidly. 

During our three days shooting, this first act was never cancelled— 
no bird chasfid, never falling to down charge, aud getting several most 
excellent points, himself In turn backed bv the old dogs. 

1 need hardly say that during our long tide home with a good num¬ 
ber of birds on ice, my mind was lied witli satisfaction and in think¬ 
ing of the coming Quail sesison. I do not feel the least apprehensive 
of his failing me when taken into the field alone to work. 

1 was at the Riverview Kennels recently and saw many brotheia and 
Bisters ot my dog, and others of different strain, and cannot imagine 
a more beautiful sight. Mr. L. told me that In all his experience (and 
lie has shot steadily since old enough to hold a gun,) he never saw a

SELECTING SETTERS AND POINTERS IN ENGLAND. 

To THE Editor op The Field. —Though the idea Is in the main 
correct, 1 tlilnk that many American Sportsmen place too much im¬ 
portance on the adjective “ mporfsd,” and like many Englishmen 
would be too apt to go in for dogs that liave cither taken prizes at dog 
shows or are the progeny of sncli, with too little regard for other 
qualities should tliey go to England witli the object of securing fine 
dog.s. Scttei's I think liave held their own and improved in England 
of late years more than Pointers, and for tlie reason that pointers 
have generally been esteemed more higlily'ln*\he Southern counties— 
whereas Setters have been greater favorites in the north, where their 
rougher coats makes them more serviceable in the moors of the north¬ 
ern counties and Scotland, and the improvements in agricultural ma¬ 
chinery liave made the stubble sliorter and in many counties of Eng¬ 
land it is almost impossible to use a pointer, and battues and driving 
the game have taken his plaix;. Five years ago 1 went home to pur¬ 
chase a few good dogs, and was I again to do the same thing 1 would 
do it in the same way. 1 made my head-quarters in a good shooting 
district In Cumberland, aud making up my mind tliat tlie breeding must 
be perfect, decided also that nothing but a first rate dog at Ids work 
sliould accompany me back; and then made it known that 1 was buy¬ 
ing setters. My^father’s estate answered admirably for the purpose of 
buying the difi^ent dogs. 

I had tried a few dogs witnout being satisfied, wlien one day Jimmy 
Demain, the proprietor of a rural Inn called and told me that the 
keeper at Edmond Castle had the best dog he knew of, and tliat even¬ 
ing I drove there and .saw the keeper and the dog which he had witli 
20 others or more. 1 asked the nsnal questions, and among otliers of 
course was, “ Is he steady on his point?” “ He will stand to a run¬ 
ning horse, sir,” was the keepers answer. That settled it with me, and 
I asked him if lie would then go over the preserves and let me see 
him work, to whicti he assented, and we started forthwitli. 1 could 
not find one particle of fault; his quartering was beautiful and Ids 
nose perfect; nothing was wanted but the hare,(and tliat I would have 
done without.) As we were nearing tlie kennels again, however, and 
crossing some poor land with a few gorse bushes, tlie dog came to a ' 
dead point, opposite a very small bunch of gorse and grass. The 
keeper went ahead, and just as lie was about to kick It, out jumped a 
hare. 1 turned to the dog, he had not moved from the first position, 
but was quivering in every limb and muscle, and us the hare run in full 
view It seemed almost cruel to have a dog so intensely broken. 

Few and short were the words 1 said in making him mine, and have 
liinv now, and though five long years have rolled over his liead in an¬ 
other and a harder climate, tlie old dog looks well and money can 
never part us. Many keepers are allowed a dog—or perliaps two a 
year, which they can raise and break for their own profit, and it was 
so in this case. Of all tlie dogs in the Edmond Castle kennel there 
was none like him, and my advice is, buy tlie keeper’s own dog—for 
they won’t pick the woi'St and tliey won’t take the lesser pains with 
them. An old sportsman in England asked me, “Ned, how many 
dogs is thou going to take back ? ” I replied, “ Five or six." “Well," 
lie said, “ if thou gets one good one out of the tlie lot tlioii'll be lucky, 
for in all my life 1 never had but one first class dog (as 1 call it.) I’ve 
had a heap of poor ones and some pretty good ones, but I had one tiiat 
was so far aliead tiiat it makes me think 1 always missed it before and 
that was tlie last dog 1 had—old Rap. Many a time lias tliat dog 
made me follow him when he crawled down a furrow in a stuuble field 
alter a running bird, and when I’ve stopped and whistled for him, say¬ 
ing to myself, ' the old fool is getting childish,’(though the most bid¬ 
dable of dogs,) lie would look back and drop his ears and wag his old 
tail, as inucTi as to suy, ‘come on old fellow. I’ll catcli up witli liini di¬ 
rectly;’ and so he generally did. Tlie old dog died at tlie advance age 
of 18 years, and the only descendant that 1 ever knew liiiii to have Is 
with me now, 11 years old, and I believe as good as her father every 
bit.” 1 was luckier, however, than my old friend prophesied. But 
death has claimed some, (but thank heaven for it, not the best,) as 
generally seems to be the cose. A year or two ago an acquaintance of 
mine returned to England and at my advice made up his mind to bring 
some dogs when he came back. Tlie result was a gnu sliy Pointer 
dog, two Retrievers, one with a tail carried ilike the liaudle of a jug 
and the other 1 never could make up my in nd wlietlier she was .all 
dog or not, let alone a retriever and a Pointer bitcli for which he had 
given a very small price—ext>ccting notliing, and wliicli.camc nearer 
being passable than any tiling he had. Tlie others, however, he owned 
had first doss pedigrees, and he liad certainly paid enough to have a 
long one written out. Tills, 1 think, however, an extreme cose. 1 
will flnisli by adding that I tliink dog shows are useful in accomplish¬ 
ing beauty of appearance and fine breeding, but if you want a good 
working dog avoid them; also dealers who can supply you with any¬ 
thing from a toy terrier to a bloodhound.
